AGAINST McCHESNEY 

Mrs. Frances E. Beauchamp. President of the W. C. T. U. Says People do not Like His Associates and Many Drys Will go to Stanley. 

"The prejudice against Hr. flcChesney's candidacy," said Mrs. Beauchamp, "cones entirely because of his association with Percy Haly. There were at 
t»lf beginning of the campaign hundreds of voters who for McChesney until it became known that he was the Haly candidate and the candidate of the Haly 
machine.
